It  was  a healthy  year  and  only  a few  cases  of  Measles  were 
notified.

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SECTION  A 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

Population  The  Registrar  General  gives  the  estimated  mid-year 
population  for  196?  as  4 >560.  This  gives  a population  density  of  3.5 
per  acre.  The  product  of  penny  rate  is  £680  and  the  rateable  value 
^179>797.  these  figures  show  an  increase  on  the  previous  year. 

Birth  Rate  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  for  1967  was  18.27  as  compared 
with  the  national  average  of  17.2  per  thousand  population.  There  were 
seven  illegitimate  births  which  means  that  one  in  every  ten  children  bom 
in  the  Urban  District  during  1967  bad  no  legal  father. 

Death  Rate  The  corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  was  I4.OI  compared 
with  the  national  figure  of  11.2  per  thousand  population.  The  detailed 
causes  of  death  are  given  in  Appendix  A,  Table  3 and  reference  to  this 
table  shows  that  heart  disease  again  tops  the  list  of  causes  of  death, 
being  responsible  for  twenty- two.  The  tremendous  amount  of  research 
into  heart  disease  is  evidenced  by  the  spate  of  heart  transplant 
operations  which  followed  the  original  one  carried  out  in  South  Africa. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  lives  lost  due  to  motor 
accidents,  the  Minister  of  Transport  introduced  legislation  in  October 
to  control  the  amount  of  alcohol  a driver  is  permitted  to  conspune.  So 
far  the  figures  seem  to  show  that  the  Act  is  having  the  desired  effect. 
Another  contributory  factor  to  the  motor  accidents  which  does  not  seem 
to  be  considered  seriously  enough  is  eyesight.  It  seems  now  that  driving 
licences  are  issued  for  a three-year  period  that  the  application  should 
be  accompanied  by  a Certificate  showing  that  the  applicant  can,  in  fact, 
see  the  statutory  distance.  There  are  a large  number  of  drivers  on  our 
roads  today  who  are  unable  to  see  sufficiently  clearly  for  safe  driving. 

In  addition  persons  v/ho  have  perfectly  normal  visual  acuity  may  have 
very  poor  night  vision  and  they  should  be  aware  of  this  fact.  They 
should  also  be  aware  if  they  have  a defect  of  colour  vision.  The  motor 
car  has  brought  great  benefit  to  man  but,  at  the  same  time  has  changed 
the  pattern  of  his  life  considerably.  Now  we  tend  to  use  our  cars  for 
every  jopimey  no  matter  ho\^  short,  frequently  moving  from  shop  to  shop 
rather  than  walk.  This  increasing  lack  of  exercise  undoubtedly  has  an 
adverse  effect  on  health. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1967  * 

Stillbirths  There  were  no  stillbirths  in  the  tom  during  1967* 

Infant  Mortality  One  child  died,  due  to  bronchial  pnemonia,  at 
the  age  of  one  month. 

Social  Habits  The  difficult  conditions  obtaining  in  the  second 
half  of  1966  continued  into  the  New  Year  and  the  measiores  taken  to 
improve  the  economy  began  to  bite.  Despite  the  wage  freeze  the  cost 
of  living  continued  to  rise. 
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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 


Somerset  County  Council  are  the  local  health  authority  and  provide 
and  administer  the  local  health  services  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  child  welfare  clinic  continued  to  be  held  twice  a month  for 
routine  annual  inspections  and  other  consultations  and  one  session  a 
month  T/as  devoted  to  immunisation  procedures.  Both  were  well  supported. 

I carried  out  my  usual  medical  inspections  of  the  schools,  details 
of  v/hich  are  shown  in  Appendix  B,  Table  2,  and  following  these  inspections 
reported  on  the  abnormal  number  of  obese  children,  particularly  girls. 

This  got  some  national  publicity  and  encouraged  the  girls  to  take  active 
steps  to  control  their  weight.  I was  pleased  to  hear  also  that  some 
parents  joined  in  the  exercise  to  their  mutual  benefit. 

Follov;ing  the  inspection  of  the  Infants’  School  I reported  adversely 
on  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  the  County  are  carrying  out  some  gradual 
improvements. 

In  September  our  health  visitor  resigned  and  the  County  Council 
experienced  difficulty  in  finding  a replacement  and  part-tinie  help  had  to 
be  used.  There  was  no  falling-off  in  the  clinic  attendances  during  this 
period  which  indicates  that  this  help  was  effective. 

A speech  therapist  attends  the  clinic  one  half  day  a week.  There  is 
a fairly  considerable  demand  for  this  treatment  and  there  was  a waiting 
list. 


In  April  the  County  Welfare  Department  opened  Ramus  House  for  the 
use  of  old  people.  The  original  Georgian  house  was  adapted  for  communal 
use  and  a purpose-built  wing  v/as  added  with  bedroom  accommodation  con- 
sisting of  twenty- tv^o  single  and  three  double  bedrooms.  Unfortunately 
by  the  end  of  the  year  the  foundations  of  the  new  wing  were  causing 
trouble. 
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SECTION  C 


Prevention  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases  and  Other  Diseases 


Details  of  infectious  diseases  notified  to  me  during  19^7  are  shov/n 
in  Appendix  C,  Table  1.  The  only  ones  notified  were  ten  cases  of  Measles, 

Routine  inmunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus, 
using  Trivax  vaccine,  continued  in  the  clinic  and  v/as  also  given  by  the 
general  practitioners.  Oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  administered  at  the 
same  time.  Vaccination  against  smallpox  continued.  Details  of  these  pro- 
cedures are  not  available  this  year.  The  County  Council  Health  Department 
are  anxious  to  administer  all  immuniBations  with  the  help  of  a computer 
nov;  installed  in  County  Hall  and  at  the  end  of  196?  the  gradual  change- 
over process  was  taking  place  in  other  parts  of  the  Coiinty.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Crewkeme  practitioners  will  join  in  the  scheme  in  due  course. 

I carried  out  my  B.C.G.  vaccination  programme  against  tuberculosis 
in  the  Spring.  Children  born  in  1956  were  those  offered  vaccination.  At 
the  Crewkeme  Secondary  Modern  School  I vaccinated  seventy-five  children 
and  two  were  found  to  be  positive  to  the  skin  test.  At  the  Grammar  School 
I vaccinated  thirty- two  and  one  was  positive  to  the  skin  test.  The  children 
v/ith  positive  skin  reactions  were  referred  to  the  chest  physician  for 
investigation. 

Arrangements  for  the  examination  of  cervical  smears  for  early  detection 
of  cancer  of  the  cervix  came  into  operation  in  196?.  All  general  practitioners 
were  asked  to  undertake  this  work  and  v/here  they  indicated  that  they  did  not 
wish  to  do  so  the  County  Council  made  alternative  arrangements.  The 
residents  of  the  Urban  District  are  examined  at  Yeovil, 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  visited  the  to?/n  and  details  of  the  visit 
are  shown  in  Appendix  C,  Table  2.  No  active  tuberculosis  was  discovered 
but  three  cases  of  healed  tuberculosis  were  detected  and  a certain  number 
of  other  abnormalities  were  reported  to  the  private  practitioners  concerned. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  number  attending  increased  on  the  previous  visit. 
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SECTION  D 


Environmental  Health  Services 

A.  Sanitary  Circumstances 


Climatic  Conditions  1967  was  an  average  year  with  no  particularly 
severe  weather. 

Water  Supply  The  water  supply  from  the  Wessex  Water  Board  was  generally 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year.  I received 
reports  frow  their  laboratory  on  fourteen  samples  examined  for  bacteriological 
purity  All  were  satisfactory  and  three  samples  were  submitted  for  physical 
and  chemical  analysis  which  were  also  satisfactory. 

There  are  1,752  houses  in  the  Urban  District  on  a mains  supply  and  only 
two  are  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes  outside  the  buildings. 

The  Vi/essex  Water  Board  supply  is  not  fluoridated. 

Drainage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Samples  of  the  effluent  taken  from  the 
works  were  satisfactory  with  one  exception.  This  sample  was  taken  shortly 
after  flood  conditions  v/hich  v/ere  probably  responsible  for  the  result. 
Preliminary  plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  extension  of  the  existing 
sewerage  works.  There  are  still  two  houses  in  the  Urban  District  without 
flush  lavatories,  one  house  has  a pail  closet  and  the  other  a chemical 
closet . 

Public  Cleajising  Using  direct  labour  and  one  vehicle  the  Council 
gives  a weekly  refuse  collection.  There  is  one  Tip  in  operation  which  is 
controlled  after  partial  incineration.  The  size  of  the  Tip  was  increased 
by  piping  in  a stream  and  it  is  estimated  that  the  life  of  the  Tip  has  now 
been  prolonged  for  approximately  twelve  years. 

Public  Conveniences  The  public  conveniences  in  Church  Street  and  in 
the  West  Street  car  park  were  kept  in  excellent  condition  despite  increased 
use  due  to  the  greater  number  of  holidaymakers  on  the  road. 

Rodent  Control  The  Council  share  a rodent  operator  with  the  Borough 
of  Chard  and  Urban  District  of  Ilminster.  He  is  employed  in  Crewkerne  for 
one  v\reek  each  month  but  can  deal  with  emergencies  in  any  part  of  his  area 
by  special  request.  This  arrangement  works  satisfactorily. 

Swimming  Baths  The  baths  at  the  Crev^rkerne  Secondary  and  Grammar  schools 
are  operated  in  accordance  v/ith  instructions  laid  down  by  the  County  Council. 
The  third  bath  is  operated  and  maintained  by  a private  school  in  the  town. 

Nuisances  Complaints  of  nuisance  received  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  varied  considerably,  often  depending  on  the  time  of  year.  Bilany 
concerned  housing  and  complaints  were  received  of  smell  due  to  certain 
trade  activities,  and  noise.  These  complaints  received  prompt  attention, 
although  the  solution  was  not  always  easy  to  achieve. 


B .  Factories  Act 


Details  of  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
are  shown  in  Appendix  D,  Table  1. 


C.  Offices.  Shops  and  R ilway  Premises  Act 

There  are  eighty-four  premises  registered  under  this  Act  and  a niamber 
of  general  inspections  were  carried  out,  often  in  conjunction  with  visits 
for  other  purposes.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  a complete  sxirvey 
yet  under  these  Regulations. 
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D . Housing 


The  detaila  given  in  Appendix  D,  Table  2 are  very  full  indeed  and 
obviously  conunent  cannot  be  made  on  every  aspect  of  them.  The  Council 
built  twenty  houses  during  the  year  and  twenty-eight  were  in  the  course 
of  construction,  while  private  builders  completed  thirty  and  a further  six- 
teen wore  in  the  course  of  erection.  There  were  109  applicants,  twenty- 
eight  of  these  were  for  old  peoples’  dwellings.  Of  the  remainder  it  was 
considered  that  only  six  were  urgent.  It  is  hoped  to  build  eight  units 
of  accommodation  for  old  persons  and  another  eight  houses  for  general 
need  during  I968/69. 

The  increasing  cost  of  Council  houses  make  many  persons  living  in 
sub-standard  property  hesitate  to  apply  for  re-housing.  In  fact,  it  is 
probable  if  some  of  them  were  offered  new  Council  houses  they  would  be 
forced  to  decline  the  offer  for  financial  reasons. 


E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Milk  All  milk  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health 
Department.  Apart  from  the  keeping  quality,  milk  samples  are  examined 
for  the  presence  of  brucella  abortus.  No  positive  samples  were  reported. 

Ice  Cream  There  are  fifteen  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of 
pre-packed  ice  cream,  Ten  samples  v/ere  taken  during  19^7  > and  all  were 
placed  in  Grade  1. 

Meat  There  is  no  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  tovm  and  therefore 
no  routine  meat  inspection  is  carried  out.  The  Public  Health  Inspector 
was  called  upon  from  time  to  time  to  condemn  tinned  meat  which  had  been 
damaged  in  transit. 

There  are  no  poultry  processing  establishments  either. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  There  are  five  premises  subject  to  these 
Regulations  in  the  town.  No  statutory  action  was  necessary  but  informal 
notices  were  issued  in  order  to  bring  one  of  the  premises  up  to  a satis- 
factory standard.
